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STATE RIGHTS AND FEDERAL 
ASSUMPTIONS IN AMERICA, 


THE great and fundamental doctrine of State rights in America, 
derived originally from the Royal charters by which the several 
colonies were established by the British Crown, was felt by the 
founders of American Independence to be the only possible 
basis upon which their Republican liberty could subsist, An 
immense territorial empire or monarchy, extending over the 
greater part of the continent, is possible, though undesirable ; 
because its principle is the concentration of power and 
authority in the hands of one strong, skilful, and able indi- 
vidual, who becomes the head and chief of the army, and, by 
means of the army, governs the people by exacting obedi- 
ence to his supreme will. But a great territorial republic, 
as extensive as that of the United States in the time of 
Washington, if popular liberty were to be assured within its 
limits, was only possible by the decentralisation and 
diffusion of power, and by the jealous supremacy of the 
several sovereign commonwealths, within their original juris- 
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diction, in all matters of internal liberty, The idea was that 
the first allegiance of an American was due to the State of 
which he was a citizen ; and so strongly was the idea rooted 
and enforced, that to this moment no man is or can become a 
citizen of the “United States,” The native of Massachusetts 
is a citizen of Massachusetts, and not of the United States ; and 
the foreigner or immigrant who settles in the country must 
choose his State, and qualify himself by residence in it, before 
he can take out letters of naturalisation, It takes five years to 
make him a citizeri of New York; but he can acquire the 
privilege in six months in some of the rising States of the West, 
that are too urgently in want of people to till the land and drive 
off the marauding Indians to afford to be particular. A league 
of commonwealths, each governing itself, but united for purposes 
of defence against foreigners; and especially against England, who 
was thought to be capable of reannexing her rebellious colonies 
if they did not adhere closely together to resist her aggression, 
was the scheme of American liberty and independence that 
recommended itself to the judgment of the great men of the 
Washingtonian era, By that scheme each State had its own

constitution, its own legislature, its own executive chief magis- 
trate, and its own militia ; and the Federal or Central Govern- 
ment—kept within the limits of the Constitution by the 
Judiciary of the Supreme Court—had but a shadow of power, 
except in its relations fo the outer world, Externally the 
Union was everything—internally it was nothing. So long as 
this idea was rigidly acted upon, the American Republics, with 
their nominal and scarcely felt central government, were free, 
prosperous, and happy, In proportion to the increase of the 
number of the States, and the extension of the Union back- 
wards from the Atlantic seaboard towards the Pacific, onght to 
have been the jealousy entertained of any attempt at the cen- 
tralisation of power. The States, as States, were entirely free. 
The only liberty denied them by the voluntary compact into which 
they entered was the liberty to make war upon each other, or to 
subyert, or endeavour to subvert, by external agencies, their 
separate Constitutions, To all other intents and purposes each 
State was free to shape its laws according to the social wants, 
necessities, observances, and prejudices of its people, Massa- 
chusetts and New York were free to abolish negro slavery 
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withim their boundaries ; South Carolina and Georgia were free 
to retain it, Ata later period the commonwealths of Indiana 
and Illinois were free to prevent the ingress or settlement of 
any coloured people within their lines, In no sense whatever 
were these States to be considered provinces of an empire or 
subdivisions of a unity, such as the English counties and 
French departments at the present day, In England the law 
ef Northumberland is the law of Devonshire ; but in America 
the law of Maine is not the law of Pennsylvania, nor the law 
ef Pennsylvania the law of New York or New Jersey. If the 
States had continned to respect in each other their solemuly 
secured rights, it is highly probable that the whole continent 
ef North America would have been in due time covered with a 
congeries of free and happy Republics, and that Canada and 
the British colonies in the north, and Mexico and the Isthmian 
territories in the south, would have, one by one, asked to 
form part of the American Union, and been formally admitted 
to the enjoyment of the privilege. This would, indeed, have been 
a noble Government. Had it been perpetuated, negro slavery 
would have gradually died out, because it would have proved 
unprofitable as well as wrong. War would have been at an 
end, except against any European Power that assumed the 
aggressive, which it would not have done against so stupendou 

a resistance as America would have offered, The principle o 
self-government would have been triumphantly asserted ; and 
the American commonwealths would have presented to the 
world a sublimer spectacle than history has ever yet recorded 
—the spectacle of a free, untaxed, highly 


y civilised, and pro 
gressive people, working out, under the most favourable circum 
stances, and with the widest facilities for growth and develop 
ment, the fortunes of the race, and solving happily the grea 
problem of the destinies of humanity. 
But this was not to be. The third generation after Washington 
nisunderstood and perverted the fundamental of 
Republican freedom, New men, with new ideas, came upon 
the scene.

Questions of free trade and tariff 
extension of territory, and the abolition of slavery, were 
but the different phases assumed from time to time by 
the one great and paramount question of the Federal 


against the State anthority, The clearest-headed and most 
patriotic men of America foresaw the inevitable result, and 
deprecated the encroachment with all the energy they could 
command, As the North increased in population more rapidly 
than the South, in consequence of the influx not only of igno- 
rant but of unprincipled and reckless foreigners from Europe, 
and the South held out the more tenaciously to State rights 
the more vehemently they were attacked, the conviction forced 
itself upon the minds of all its leading men that the disruption 
of the Union was only a question of time, They did not wish 
to expedite it ; nor, could they have ruled the country on the 
doctrine of State Rights, as enforced by the decisions of 
the Eupreme Court, would they ever have thought of break- 
ing up the nominal Union, under which all the States 
had so marvellously prospered. But they were too constantly 
goaded on the slavery question, and too constantly taxed in all 
articles of foreign produce by the operation of a protectional 
tariff, exclusively beneficial to Northern manufacturers, to be 
otherwise than dissatisfied with the partnership to which they 
seemed to be doomed. The North refused to take warning. 
Strong in theory, it despised fact. It required justice to 
the negro, even though the white race should be rained, and the 
black along with it, Ultimately, as all the world knows, the

other New England States, in the midst of communities that 
treated the negro as a social pariah, they hurled against the 
North the imputation of hypocrisy as wel: as illegality, and 
declined to have further partnership with ic, 

The North has misunderstood liberty and the principles of its 
own Government through the whole course of these unhappy 
disputes and the horrible war that has grown out of them, It 

ras itself free from the guik of slavery, and that ought to 
have been enough, Attempting coercion by the sword, it has 
attempted what was beyond its right and its province, and 
has suffered accordingly. Those who take to the sword perish 
by the sword, And, under the operation of so-called military 
necessities, it has lost its own liberties without doing the smallest 
particle of good to the black men whom it attempted to free, 
or removing a single obstacle that blocks the way to universal 
emancipation.

FOREIGN AND COLONIAL NEWS, 
FRANCE. 

The Emperor has addressed to M. Billault the ollowing letter of 
thanks for his late speech in the Senate on the Polish question :— 

My dear M. Billault,—I have just read yoar speech, and, as usual, I have 
been delight ved tg find in you such a faithful and eloquent interpreter of my 
policy.. You have succeeded im reconciling the expression of our sympathie 
for a cause dear to France with the consideration due to foreign Sovereigns ani 
Governments, Your words were on all points in accordance with my ideas, 
and 1 reject every other interpretation of my sentiments.—Believe in my 
sincere friendship, NAPOLSON, 

The Emperor and Empress honoured with their presence last 
Saturday night the farewell representation given at the Grand Opera 
by Mdme. Ferraris. Their Majesties on entering their box were 
received with acclamations. 

Prince Metternich, the Austrian Ambassador, returned to Paris on 
Monday from his journey to Vienna, where he was summoned to a 
consultation relating to the Polish question. He had an interview, 
lasting two hours, with the Foreign Minister, M. Drouya de Lhuys. 

The Emperor received Prince Metternich on Tuesday. 
| In Tuesday's sitting of the Senate the bill granting extraorlinary 
| credits to the Government was passed, after some discussion. 

The Moniteu, publishes an Imperial decree separating the fanctions 
of President of the Prefectoral Council of the Seine from those of the 
Prefect, for the more prompt dispatch of public business. The 
| President’s salary is fixed at 25,000f. a year. A second decres follows, 
which appoints M. Dieu, Prefect of Savoy, to the office of President. 

The trial of Garcia and Calzado, late director of the Paris Italian 
Opera-house, for cheating at cards, took place at Paris last week, and 
| occasioned great excitement. M. de Miranda was the prosecutor. Oa 
the 4th of ebruary these three persons found themselves among a 
select party in the salons of Mdme. Barucci, alias Benini, alias Justi. 
; Miranda, who is a nobleman in the Queen of Spain’s household, had 
| already lost 35,000f. or 40,000f, to the two others the same evening, at 
the Spanish-American Cercle, in the Rue dela Paix, though he says 
| ‘he had always refused to play directly with Garcia.’’ However, he 


| Was now on good terms with him, and could afford to make a joke of 
this loess. Before they sat down to trente-et-guarante, MM. Garcia 
and Calzado kept walking about together, and the other guests 
; seemed to notice them with a certain reserve. By degrees the two 
** manifested an intention of doing something.’’ As there were only 
whist-tables in the room, they cailed for a kitchen-table, which was 
covered with a cleth, and the game began. This time Miranda won 
about 30,000f. Garcia and Calzado then proposed ecarté ; but, as no 
one would join them, they played alone, by way of a feint. Supper 
| followed, after which a y was formed for a game of baccarat. 

Garcia disappeared for about an hour, but on his return the play 

became high. Garcia was opposed to Miranda, while Calzado Kept 


| betting on Garcia’s hand; and in the end, the stakes having been 


raised again and again, and Garcia having won fifteen times ranning, 
Miranda lost some 130,000f. or 140,000f. At this point the Dac de 
Caderousse-Grammont interposed and charged Garcia with foul play, 
seizing his cards and pointing out to the rEty= | that some wore 
lighter in tint than others. Garcia confessed he had brought in some 
cards, but with no dishonest intention, and “only to change his bad 
luck.”’ That was too much. His pockets were searchel, an¥ a 
number of extra cards was found. He was then called upon to refand, 
and, after much resistance, was induced by a threat of sending for the 
police to throw down bank-notes worth 50,000, More was demanded, 
and a general search was agreed upon. The result was that G-roia 
and Calzado had to be chased from room to room, dropping bank-notes 
at evory step, and almost all the missing notes were recovered. These

; ments hed been sent to the mouth of the Coatzacoaloo with a gun-boat

PORTUGAL. 


A telegram from Lisbon states that the Chamber of Deputies have 
| passed an unanimous vote of confidence in the Ministers. 
| Portugal has acceded to the proposal of England te make joint 
representations to Russia in favour of Poland. 
The marriage of the Prince of Wales was well féted in Lisbon, 
there having been three ~¥ diuners of different classos of the 
Britieh residents, and two in the evening. 


AUSTRIA. 

A letter from Vienna states that the Em Francis Joseph has 
decided upon a very early meoting of the Senha Diet, it also 
says that new reforms are to be granted to Hungary. 

A Vienna letter of the 17th says:—'Pcince Metternich, the 
Austrian Ambassador at Paris, had assured his Government that the 





Emperor Napoleon did not wish to see the peace of Earope disturbed, 
but wished Austria to co-operate with France and Kagland in obtain- 





ing political amelioration for the Poles. JAustria has determined to 
maintain her neutral policy.’”” We learn from auother source that 
the Austrian Government, while declaring itself willmg to seek from 
the goodwill of the Emperor Alexander reforms and concession; for 
Poland, declines any co-operation or alliance with France which might 
impede its liberty of action, or which would seem to conduct logically 
towards a Eurepean war. 

Count Thun, the Austrian Ambassador at the Russian Court, pre- 
sented his letters of recall on Saturday last. It does not appear, 
however, that this act is of any political significance. 

A “carrousel,’’ or mimic tournament, has been held in the Imperial 
riding-school of Vienna for the benefit of the distressed weavers. The: 
Tmperial family were present, and the galleries were filled with the 
best society of the capital. 


ITALY. 
The Ministry has undergone tho modifications long expected. 
Signor Farini has retired because o f his health ; and Count Pasolini 


has resigned his **for private reasons,’’ as it was announced to 
the Parhament. Signor Minghetti b ecomes President of the Council, 
and Viscount Venosa Minister for F oreign Affairs. 

The Opinione of Turin represents the Italian subscriptions to the 
natienal loan as going on bie favo urably. 

Official papers respecti e Italian brigands have been published. 
From theee we learn that from the Ist of May, 1861, to the Ist of 
March, 1863, the number of brigands taken with arms in their hands 
and shot was 1038; killed in fighting, 2413: made prisoners, 2763; 
surrendered, 932: in all, 7146. 

A magnificent entertainment was given at Rome on the 10th inst., 
to celebrate the marriage of the Prince of Wales, by members of the 
English Club. Upwards of two hundsed of the élite of society at 
Rome sat down to a splendid supper, the chair being taken by Sir 
William Frazer. The toasts were limited to “‘The Queen of the 
United Kingdom,”’ *‘The Prince and Princess of Wales,’”’ and *‘ The 


King of Denmark.”’ Everything passed off most brilliantly, 
PRUSSIA. 


The first stone of the monument to be erected in memory of 
William II. was laid at Berlin on Tucsday week with great 
ceremony, The féte was exclusively military, asthe Feudal party had 
taken every precaution to exclude all the elements of the Liberal 
opposition. The Lustgarten, the place chosen for the monument, 
was occupied solely by the military authorities, the veterans of 1813, 
and such of the civil authorities as had received invitations. The 
trades’ corporations had refused to take part im the ceremony. The 
veterans of the Landwehr, however, as they passed through the 
streets, a yp by their old flags, were enthusiastically cheered by 
the people, to prove to them that the attitude of the capital did not 

roceed from indifference towards the old defenders of the country, 

ut from the conviction that the moment when internal dissensions 

separated the Government from the people was ill-chosen to celebrate 
a victory over the foreigner. The proceedings passed over without 
any disorder. 

The Prussian Moniteur publishes a Royal ordinance founding a 
medal for the soldiers who took part in the wara of 1813, 1814, and 
1815. It is to bear the efligy of King lrederick William IIL., witha 
branch of laure], and the above da‘es. On the reverse are to be the 
initials of the present King, with the crown, and the date March 17, 
1863. 

In Monday's sitting of the Chamber of Deputies, M. Grabow made 
a report on the audience granted on Sunday by the King to a depu- 
tation from the Chanmsber commissioned to present an address congrata- 
lating his Majesty upon the anniversary of his birthday. M. Grabow 
said that the deputation was most graciously received by the King, 
who repeatedly expressed his thanks for the sentiments conveyed by 
the deputation, and said he hoped to succeed in removing existing 
differences. His Majesty also said that pending questions might meet 
with a solution within the current year, as he knew that the country 
and its representatives had always been faithful to the King. 

The Government have declined to entertain the proposition of the 
military committee of the Chamber of Deputies, limiting the period 
of military service to two years.

AMERICA.

WAR NEWS, 

From the army on the Rappahannock there is nothing to report 
beyond a successful cavalry raid on the part of the Confederates 
into Fairfax Courthouse, resulting in the capture of Brigadier-General 
Stoughton, with his head-quarters, guard, and fifty-five horses. 

No attack on Charleston had yet been made; but General Hunter 
had issued preliminary orders, showing that an attack would soon 
commence. General Beauregard, in anticipation thereof, has revoked 
all furloughs and recalled all absentees to Charleston. 

Partly in order to test the invulnerability of the Federal ironslads, 
they bombarded Fort M‘A llister, in the Ogeechee River, for twenty 
hours, They were struck several times, but not injured. They could 
not get near enough to the fort to dismantle it on account of the 
obstructions in the river. 

Federal gun-boats have passed through the channel cut by the army 
from the Mississippi into Lake Providence, in the northern parish of 
Louisiana. They Tees done considerable damage on its banks. 

Mr. Slidell’s property has been confiscated at New Orleans, 

It is sepertel from Memphis that the Federal expedition up the 
— has captured Yazoo city and all the Confederate transporte 
above it. 

Immense numbers of the Federal troops are siok at Vicksburg. 

President Lincoln has issued a proclamation d that absent 
soldiers who return to their commands before the ist of April will 
be reinstated ; but that those who do not do so will be and 
treated as decerters. He warns the people against enticing soldiers 
to desert, and calls upon them to assist in preventing desertion, 

The British steamer Peterhoff, from London, for the Mexican port 
of Mctamoras, was captured off St. Thomas by a vessel of Admiral 

Vi.kes’s squadron and sent into Key West for adjudication. She 
was heavily laden with boots, blankets, &c., for the Confederate 
Government. 
THE CONFEDERATE STATES, 

Richmond des patehes speak disoouragingly of the prospect of 
supplies of food, and say that the impreesment of grain by the Govern- 
ment discourage # production, The New York journals assert that 
gold at Richm ond is at 350 per cent premium. 

The Mobile papers state that the Confederates have much trouble 
with the Union men in Northern Alabama. One county is said to be 
full of them, and many doserters are joining them. 

MISCELLANEOUS, 

The Senate has confirmed the appointment of Mr. Cassius M. Clay 
as Minieter to Russia. His co ation was specially pressed by 
Mr. Seward and the President. 

The Senate adjourned on the 14th. 

Senator Sumner, the Chairman of the Foreign Affairs Committee, 
strongly urged the President not to issue letters of marque. On the 
other hand, the committee of the New York Chamber of Commerce 
have had an interview with President Lincoln, urging him to issue 
them forthwith.

THE POLISH INSURRECTION. 


The cause of Poland has received a great blow in the defeat of 
General Langiewicz, which is fully confirmed. The battle took place 
on the 18th inst., near Z ie, and after a desperate struggle, which 
lasted the whole day, the Poles were defeated. Langiewicz managed 
to escape acroes the Vistula and took refuge in the Austrian territory, 
and is now in charge of the Austrian authorities. On the 20th the 
remaining portion of Langiewicz’s forces had another engagement with 
the Ruerian troops, and was defeated and dispersed. 

The central revolutionary committee at Warsaw seom, however, 
nothing daunted by the defeat of Langiewicz. They have issued a 
proclamation announcing the resumption of their functions in con- 
sequence of the Dictator being a prisoner, and calling on every Pole 
to take his place in the national ranks, Langiewicz has also issued a 
proclamation resigning his office, and warning his brethren against 


yielding to party spirit. Nor are the insurgent chiefs relaxing their 
effi 7 The insurgent chief Ozechowski seized on Kreszow on the 


20th, and took possession of the Government Treasury. The Russians 
retired without offering any resistance. On the 22nd, howover, 
the i ts under command of Czechowski were beaten and 
dispersed in the vicinity of Lezansk. Four en ments between tha 
Russians and Poles are spoken of in telegrams published on Wednesday. 
In two the insurgents are stated to have been beaten; in two the 
Russians were worsted. One of the most severe engagements that has 
occurred during the outbreak has taken place in Kalisch, near Konin, 
on the Prussian frontier. The Russians had four officers and sixty 
privates killed, besides a number wounded. Amongst the latter 
‘was Prince Wittgenstein, who was taken prisoner by the Poles. 

It is now asserted that a Russian column had entered the territory 

of the Grand Duchy of Posen (Prussian Poland), marching through 

Neustadt, and Yreschen, and afterwards returning to Russian 
Poland. The fact, however, has since been denied. The A/onileur of 
‘Wednesday announces that the Prussian and Russian Ambassadors 
have proved to the French Government that the report of a Russian 
column having traversed the Prussian territory is void of foundation. 

The Continental pa publish a series of documents conveying, in 
the name of Louis Microllawaki, the Polish exile, a grave charze 
against the conduct of Langiewicz. Mieroslawaki alleges that the 
dictatorship ;was, in January last, formally conferred upon him by 
the Provisional Government at Warsaw; but that, while the fact 
was notified to and accepted by all the insurgent leaders, it was not 
at that stage of the insurrection thought prudent to proclaim it 
publicly. In the meantime Langiewicz, encouraged by his successes, 
usurped the power and proclaimed himself Dictator. Rather than 
create discord Mieroslawski left Poland, and the Provisional Govern- 
ment bowed to the usurpation. This, at least, is the charge now 
forma)ly made inst the fallen Dictator. 

An Imperial ukase has been published at St. Petersburg abolishiag, 
“for certain local reasons,’’ all relations of an ebligatory character 
existing between the peasantry and the landed proprietors in the 
governments of Wilna, Grodno, and Minsk, and four districts of 
Witebek. The emancipation of the peasants is to be comonletely 
effected. From the Ist of May next the peasants are no longer to pry 
their rent to the landed proprietors, but to the Governmeat, which 
will itself pay to the proprietors the price of emancipation. This 
measure seems timed in order to check the well-known inclination of 
the Lithuanian chiefs to join in the Polish movement. 

The Europe of Frankfort gives an analysis of the despatch upon 
the Polish question addressed by Earl Russell, on the 5th of Maroh, 
to the Russian Government and the other Powers who signed the 
Treaty of Vienna. The su; ions contained in this document are 
stated to be as follows :—1. An immediate amnesty in favour of the 
insurgent Poles. 2. The realisation of the promises made by the 
Emperor Alexander I. to the Poles in his celebrated proclamation of 
the month of November, 1815. 3. The immediate convocation of the 
Polish Diet.

LANCASHIRE DISTRESS.—RIOTS IN THE COTTON 
DISTRICTS. 


SERIOUS riots bave taken place at Stalybridge, adjoining Ashton-under-Lyne, 
owing to the changes made by the local executive relief committee in their 
mode of relief. It was determined at their last meeting that the adult opera- 
tives at the varions schools should be paid with tickets at the rate of 3a. a 
The men at the schools refused 
to receive these tickets; and when the schools broke up, at four o’clock on 
Friday last, a vast crowd had congregated around Castle-street mills, at which 
place there is_a large educational class. The mob soon became very excited, 
attacked with stones and brickbats the handful of police sent against them 
and put them to flight, and broke the windows of the most prominent 
members of the relief committee, especially of Mr. Bates, whose houss was 
encked. Several shops were plundered. The relief committee's clothing-stores 
were then broken open. In these stores were piled up heaps of moleskin 
jackets, trousers, waistcoats, stockings, calico, and linen under-clothing for 
women, besides large quantities of moleskin and other cloths for making up 
into garments. As fast as a score of lads and lasses could pick the goods up 
were these useful things hurled out of the upper windows to the people in the 
street. Complete showers of jackets would fall on the u hands of 
hundreds of people in the streets, followed by bundles of stockings, 
waistcoats, flannel, or shirts, chemives. People kept continually 
the crowd with armefull of all kinds of clothing. Shortly 
after a troop of the 14th Hussars from the Ashton barracks appeared 
in sight. A lond cry of “ The soldiers are coming!” was raised, and the 
Hussars galloped along, flourishing their swords. Every one looked ‘after his 
er her personal safety, and fled from the street immediately. Bat many 
arrests were made, ‘The troops were preceded by the Mayor (Mr. Hopwood) 
ard Mr. D. Harrison on horseback, They were received by the mob with 

ing and yelling, amid which discordant noises Mr. Harrison read the 
hiot t to the populace, No missiles, however, of any description were 
thrown cither at the police or the treops. After the Riot Act hal been 
read the troops commenced to clear the streets, aud proceeded up and down, 
driving the peaple before them. The police were now engaged in capturing 
thoxe who had stolen things from the stores, great quantities having been 
conveyed into the dwellings contiguous to the spot. In some of the houses the 
peoplecommenced burning the clothing in order to escape detection ; others 
threw it into the canal, #id various amticles of weaving apparpl might be seen 
floating on the water for seme time. At night great numbers were taken into 
custody by the police, and the military withdrew from the town, the magis- 
trates sitting all night.

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THE Greeks have been waiting with laudable patience until it 
should please some duly-qualified personage to offer himself as 
candidate for their vacated throne. “ Everything comes to him 
who knows how to wait,” says the French prover). We are 
now authoritatively informed that England, having disposed of 
her own domestic business, has found time to apply herself 
once more to a solution of the Greek difficulty, and that she 
indicates a new candidate for the Grecian cro To avail 
ourselves of another proverb, a Highland one this time, “ If he 
is not Bran he is Bran’s brother.” If he is not Prince Alfred 
he is brother to Prince Alfred's sister-in-law. The srilor-Prince 
of Denmark is now stated to recommended by Queen 
Victoria to the Greeks. He is, as we all know, very young ; 
but as youth was no objection on the part of the Greeks in t the 
case of our Prince, they will scarcely consider it one upon the 
present occasion. He is, moreover, a Protestant, as his beautiful 
sister was solemvly certified to be, of Mr. 
Newdegate, by Lord Palmerston 

Presuming that the statement is authentic—and this point 
will probably have been adverted to in Parliament before these

lines are read—we may observe that the arrangement is what 
the Lord Chancellor in “ Bleak House" describes the appoint- 
ment of the beroine to important office to be—namely, “the very 
best which the circumstances of the case appear to admit of.” 
Our Queen's advice is certain to have been well considered before 
it was tendered, and an exhaustive process has disposed of all the 
objections which arose in regard to other candidates. Denmark, 
in the first place, has no particular Oriental interests, except 
Serampore and Tranquebar; and these are not likely to be affected 
by anything done in the Mediterranean or thereabouts. In the next 
place, Denmark is certainly not pledged to protect the Sultan of 
Turkey against any of his Christian friends ; and if hereafter 
the Prince who, it is said, is to espo use the interesting Princess 
Dagmar should be able to persuade the Western Powers that 
“the sick man” is in articule, there will be nothing to prevent 
the Danish King of Greece from improving his position by 
claims upon the estate of the moribund Mussulman, There 
will be a guarantee for wise and enlightened Govern- 
ment on the part of the young King in the fact that 
he is recommended to his new situation by the Queen of 
England, whose Ministers, without interfering in Greek domestic 
affairs, or in any way exciting the jealousy of the other great 
Powers, will, it may be supposed, be always ready with sound 
advice in case of any difficulty. In fact, it seems to us that all 
the advantages which the Greeks believed would accrue from 
the election of Prince Alfred will be obtained by their choosing 
the young sailor-Prince of Denmark, with the single deduction 
of the difference, in European estimation, between the two 
Royal houses, It may be hoped, therefore, that the Greeks 
will not be indisposed to accept the Danish Prince; and it 
may be presumed that all objections on the side of Denmark 
have been discussed and dispelled in the friendly conferences 
that have been held at Windsor Castle during the visit which has 
just terminated. This we are justified in taking for granted ; 
for, though there was no ground under the feet of those who 
have lately been trying to prove in the House of Commons 
that our Government deluded the Greeks into the idea 
that Prince Alfred would accept their crown, such a charge 
would have real strength if Earl Russell should formally 
recommend a Prince whose advisers demanded anything 
from Greece that could not be conceded. We apprehend 
that the great Greek difficulty, the state of the finances of the 
country, has been, or will have to be, gravely taken in hand by 
the skilled financiers of England, and that some healthy scheme 





for enabling Greece to set herself right with her creditors, and 
to lay the basis for her future prosperity, will be one of the 
wedding presents made on the union of Denmark and Greece, 
This will indeed be to serve the Greeks in the very best way 
in which England can serve them, 

France has doubtless been consulted; but as the Tuileries 
avowed no objection even to the candidature of Prince Alfred, 
other than which was found in treaty restrictions, it is difficult 
to understand that she can see any in the new proposal. Prince 
Napoleon has his own interests to attend to, and they are 
thought to lie somewhat nearer to France than Athens. Russia 
would have every reason to be satisfied with the proposition, 
even if the new matrimonial alliance, which would give her a 
direct interest in the welfare of the Royal family of Greece, 
should not take place ; but if it be true that Princess Dagmar 
is to be the bride of the Cesarowitch, the recommendation 
of Queen Victoria would seem to be exactly that which the 
Emperor Alexander would desire. What if diplomacy, for once, 
went a little way along with the wishes of the people of 
Europe, and that the plans by which the Danish family are to 
be elevated to so enviable a position before the world should 
comprise a means of doing justice to a noble and afflicted 
pecple who ought not to be forgotten amid the general joy! 
Suppose that Queen Victoria suggested to the Emperor 
Alexander that he should make happy not only his son but 
his Polish ex-subjects, and offer them something like a Con- 
stitution under the Regency of the Prince, and to be 
inaugurated with his marriage, That would indeed be “a 
revolution made with rosewater,’ or rather with orange- 
flower water. The idea is so agreeable that we do not care to 
dispel it by a cold commonplace admission that such a scheme 
is improbable. We prefer to regard it as a likely project, in 
which case Royal arrangements will indeed have an interest not 
merely for Courts and for crowds, but for humanity itself.

Monday. 

Under regulations which will be published by the railway authorities, tickets 
will be issued by them up to noon on Thursday, the 2nd proximo; and up te 
eight p.m., the same day, tickets unappropriated by corps may be returned te 
the secretar} of the railway. 

THE NATIONAL RIFLE ASSOCTATION,

6. Tinat all new rifles supplied by the War Department 
service sha!l bear a distinctive mark on the barrel, se that thay be at
